“When a person buys clothing, or the material for 
clothing,” says an exchange, “he ought to get what 
he asks for and pays for.

Moreover, state laws lack the uniformity that is de 
sirable.

The following very candid. edi 
torial article appears in the Vic 
toria Colonist and is of interest 
both in a general way and by rea- 
son of the fact that we saw “The 
Choclate Soldier“ in Edmonton 
recently: 

Why is a production like “The 
Chocclate Soldier“ so popular? 
Take that particular opera bouffe. 
The plot is thin, and not funny. 
There is not a really amusing sit- 
vation in it. The dialogue, such 
as it is, is silly. The musical num- 
bers are drawn out, Sound is 
made do duty for harmony. Solo 
ists and chorus get upon a high 
passage and scream for all they 
are worth. Yet every one goes to 
it; everyone applauds and every 
one seems more or less satisfied. 
What is the explanation? Thomas 
', Barnum once said: “ It's not 
what you give the public that 
counts, but what you tell them 
you are going to give them, and 
what you tell them you have giv 
en them.“ 

A violinist comes here and 
Na with marvelous technical 
skill but not so that any one en- 
joys it. We all go in raptures over 
it, and one of the reasons is that 
the girls in Chicago wanted to 
kiss the violinist, and his wiſe 
said she did not care, so long as 
he did not kiss them in return. 
Great is the advance agent. He 
tells us what we must like and 
verhaps this is an advantage, for 
it saves us a lot of trouble. 

But some will ask why we do 
not slate performances to which 
such observations apply. There 
is @ reason and it is not to be dis- 
covered, as you may think, in the 
business office. A reporter is de 
tailed to write an account of an 
entertainment. Let us suppose, 
as is not always possible, he is a 
competent critic of such things. 
How shall he deal with it—from 
his own point of view or from the 
point of view of the audience? He 
sees a thousand people hugely en- 
joying themselves and he knows 
another thousand could get a lot 
of fun out of the same perform- 
ance, Shall he reflect upon the 
taste of the first thousand and 
spoil the pleasure of the second 


thousand by saying that the so. 


prano only screeched, the tenor 
went flat, the basso swallowed his 
words and the dancing was about 
as graceful as the antics of a hen 
scratching for grubs? This ques- 


tion does not refer to any particu- 


lar performance, and is only. in- 
tended to be general in applica- 
tion, In other words shall the 
reporter set up his judgment 
against that of a thousand or so 
of his fellow-citizens? 

But you say that it is the duty 
of a paper to do what it can to 
improve the public taste, Perhaps 
so; but how can the public taste 
be improved by criticizing the im 
perfections of a comic opera? In 
deed it is because such pradue 
tions violate every canon of good 
taste that we all go to them and 
‘augh at them. And so we come 
hack to where we started, and ask 
again why such productions are 
ro popular, Is not the answer to 
be found in the fact that we are

only children and like to be amus- 
ed? And so that we are amused, 
why not tell the public in advance 
that a production is going to be 
amusing and assure them after it 
is over that it has been amusing? 
Perhaps that is simply humbug- 
ging the public; but this would be 
a pretty hard old world to live in, 
if we did not humbug ourselves 
or permit ourselves to be hum; 
bugged a good deal of the time. 

The other night in London at 
Duke of York's Theatre, Manager 
Frohman produced his long await- 
ed triple-bill, which included short 
pieces by Shaw, Pinero and Bar- 
rie. The report states that the 
programme. commenced: badly. 
“Shaw's piece was worthy of 
him.” It was little worse than 
the usual run of suggestive stuff 
bearing on the bad morals of the 
sexes with which Shaw so de- 
lights to regale his admirers. The 
adventures of two husbands and 
two wives who got mixed up in 
their domestic and sentimental re- 
lations finally nauseated the on- 
lookers, and there was very little 
applause. 

Pinero offered a “ghost story“ 
which contained enough flesh-and- 
blood naughtiness and depravity 
to satisfy the most inveterate 
seeker of smutty realism. It was 
replete with sensual appeal and 
without much artistic value, and 
there were audible evidences of 
relief when it was over, 

Barrie saved the day, as usual. 
His little play told a delightful 
story of human interest concern- 
ing a mischievous young actress 
on a holiday, It was full of hear- 
ty laughs, and, as acted by two 
or three of the cleverest London 
players, it captured the house and 
won the only genuine, enthusias- 
tie applause of the evening, After 
the final curtain, the stage man- 
ager appeared in answer to calls 
for the author, and said he would 
let Messrs. Shaw, Pinero ‘and 
Barrie know of the splendid re- 
ception. He was answered with 
a yell from the audience: „Not 
Shaw—Barrie!” ah 

All have grown tired of the 
cynical, salacious writer for the 
stage; only the “lower world” of 
thought and conduct is respon: 
sive to his cheap, tawdry malo- 
dorous art. 
charm of Barrie looms up as 4 
thing of rare beauty.

The London Mail, which has 
been investigating the subject of 
rag-time had this to say in a re 
cent issue: 

There is a child’s story of a 
wizard who could tan the earth 
with his wizard's staff and pro- 
duce a hurricane that devastated 
everything and everybody in the 
vicinity. 

He was only a fairy-story wiz- 
ard. There is in America a far 
more powerful magician. He 
tapped a piano and everybody be- 
gan singing, whistling, humming; 
a‘veritable hurricane of sound 
swept the United States from end 
to end; leapt the Atlantic and de- 
vastated the European Continent; 
invaded England and was repell- 
ed; invaded England again and 
now has England marking time. 

ere is no avoidin rag-time. 
That tap-tap on an old piano in 
an American cafe four years ago 
has blotted out oceans and over- 
thrown the boundaries—you hear 
its results in every village and in 
every city of every land, and 
those who go down to the sea in 
au cannot escape it. 

The magician was Irving Ber- 
lin and his spell the rag-time song. 
Of two of his songs, “The Alexan 
der Rag-time Band” and “Every 
body's doing it,“ the popularity 
has been so immense in America 
that over a million copies have 
heen sold. Every variety theatre 
in Paris, Berlin, and St. Peters- 
burg has had its “rag-time” turn 


with real American performers 
letting it go for all they are worth, 
now England has succumbed 


to the fascination. A quarter of a 
million copies ‘of the “Alexander 
Rag-time Band” are reported to 
have been sold in this country. 

The most interesting feature of 
this rag-time craze is the person 
alitv of Mr. Irving Berlin, who 
has been described as the rag-time 
king, 

Four years ago he was at work 
in a small cafe in the New York 
Kowery, earning about fifteen dol 
lars a Week, Last year he drew 
£12,000 in royalties from his rag- 
time compositions. He is not vet 
twenty-five years old. 

How success tumbled into his 
grasp with overwhelming gener 
osity is this described in his own 
words:

cation, T really taught myself ev 
erything. In fact when a boy my 
vreat‘ambition was to become a 
cartoonist, still dra a little 
I used to sing in a choir with my 
father, and made my first public 
ae when I was ten years 
old. 

“I continued singing at cafes 
and doing odd theatrical work un- 
til ! was twenty. ‘Then I wrote 
my first song. lis subject was 
the race between Dorando and 
Hlayes, and the story is told by an 
Italian who wagers his shop on 
Dorando’s chance. 

made $24 (£5) out of that 
song, and it earned $20,000 (£4,- 
00) for the firm that published 
it. I followed this un with “Sadie 
Salome—Go Home,’ as the Sal 
ome dances were then all the rage. 
Two hundred and fifty thousand 
conies of this were sold, and [ 
netted $6,000 (£1,200) in royal - 
ties, having by this time gone in 
with the publishing firm.“

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THE TRUE STORY OF DR. COOK 


Dr. Cook being smothered in Roses on reaching New Vora City 
in the Fall of 1909. 


Kdimonton had a first class Hallowe'en joke per- 
vetrated on it when Dr, Cook told an audience at 
McDougall Church of “My Attainment of the Pole.” 

Whether the people who went to the lecture did 
% in the belief that the doctor was ever near the 
Vole or simply for the satisfaction of listening to one 

the boldest and most accomplished prevaricators 
n history is not altogether certain. 

In either case, it is not to their credit 
should have been given so much attention. 

It is only three years since he came back with the 
news that he had discovered the Pole. 

lle complains now that he has been made the vic 
tim of a general conspiracy. But when he first 
reached civilization, no man could have been given 
a warmer greeting, His story was accepted as true 
by practically everybody, The above illustration 
shows the way in which he was welcomed in New 
York. In Denmark he had previously been received 
with almost royal honors, 

He makes fierce tirades now against the National 
Geographical Society but a reading of its journal 
published during the month of his arrival shows 
how it was prepared to give his proofs the most re- 
spectful hearing. 

The University of Copenhagen had gone so far as 
to confer certain honors upon him simply on the 
strength of his story, Would it have branded this 
as false after making investigation if it had not 
been proven beyond a shadow of a doubt that it was? 

The committee of the National Geographic Soci- 
ety is now described by him as composed of “fire- 
side geographers and political jelly eh.“ As a 
matter of fact it was composed of men who stand in 
the very forefront of geographic science, At their 
head was the man who had been chief geographer 
of the United States for nearly thirty years. Their 
finding has been borne out by that of every other 
scientific society both in Europe and America. 

The public memory is surely not so short-lived 
that it can be forgotten at this early date how after 
Cook's companioy had sworn that his story of the 
ascent of Mount MeKinley was false, after the two 
Eskimos who were with him in the North had testi- 
fied that he had only gone a few miles off Nansen 
Sound, after aman had sworn that he had prepared 
the set of observations that were to be submitted 
by Cook to the University of Copenhagen, the com- 
mittee of that institution reported that there was no 
proof whatever of his original statements. 

Nor is one likely to forget that after he had made 
very considerable sums of money out of his writings 
and lectures, Cook did not appear before the Copen- 
hagen committee but disappeared from view entirely 
fora long while 

Apparently he thinks the people of Western Can-
